1 1 . O The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

The Examiner disagrees with applicants' arguments on page 13 - 15 that Ciolfi does not disclose generating hypertext links 
associating elements of the generated source code with elements of the block diagram model. Ciolfi teaches linking elements 
of the generated source code with the model (p.4, para. 50). The Examiner disagrees with applicants' arguments on page 16 - 
17 that Ciolfi in view of Story does not teach providing a hyperlink referencing the element of the graphical model. Ciolfi teaches 
a link referencing the element of the model (p.4. para. 50; p.8. para. 76) and Story teaches providing a hyperlink (p.1 . para. 2). 
Independent claims 1 , 10. 19 and 23 are anticipated by Ciolfi and independent claim 27 is taught by Ciolfi in view of Story. 
Therefore, all dependent claims are rejected at least based on the rationale of the rejections of the independent claims.
